The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record (WO 02/074268 A2) does not teach or disclose a ready-to- 
use agent for coloring keratin fibers, a multi-compartment kits or a method for coloring hair 
comprising or utilizing a composition comprising (a) at least one hydrazone derivative of a 
formula (1) in a combination with (b) at least one CH-active compound selected from 
compounds (II) to (IX) and (c) at least one oxidant as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject 
matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin 
fibers coloring formulation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
